Custodian’s office. 
There will re ­ 
main more than $ 3 5 0 , 0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in 
seized property in the hands of 
that official. 
Under the amendment, the “ A. 
P. CL,” as the office is generally 
known in government circles, w ill 
release property of several Amer­ 
ican heiresses who married for­ 
eign noblemen, property of 
the 
German embassy, 
enemy diplo­ 
mats, all aliens who were i n t e r n ­ 
ed, citizens of new nation s 
and 
states created 
by the treaty o f 
peace, and women of allied 
or 
neutral countries 
who 
married 
enemy subjects. 
Americans who were 
held

Germany 
during

war and 
whose property here was taken 
over, may now recover title, no 
matter where they are resident.
